a brake lining friction material matable with an arcuate brake shoe table, said brake lining 
material defining a plurality of brake lining drain openings therethrough, at least 
one of said plurality of brake lining drain openings aligned with at least one 
opening through said brake shoe table to provide an unpressurized unobstructed 
moisture escape path open to atmosphere on both ends though both the brake 
lining and the arcuate brake shoe table. 
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
